Balsam Fir — Symmetrical, fragrant. Flat blue-green 
needles. Prefers medium to heavy soil, thrives in 
shade. Mature height about 50 ft. 


White Pine — Rapid grower. Prefers light, sandy soil. 
Spreading limbs, but easily adapted to windbreaks 
and screens. Mature height about 90 ft. 


Carolina Hemlock — Graceful, pendulous flowing 
branches. Ideal to plant for hedges. Will withstand 
considerable shade. Prefers cool, moist soil. Easily 
pruned. 


European Larch — Bright green feather foliage. De- 
ciduous. Moist soil. Slender pyramidal form. Very 
fast growing. Mature height 60 to 90 ft. 


Austrian Pine — Deep green foliage. Prefers rich, 
light loam with well-drained subsoil. Good for city 
and sea-shore planting. Mature height about 50 ft.

Hardy 
except in wet soil. Prunes at any height. Mature 
height 6 to 10 ft. 


Ponderosa Pine (Western Yellow) — Rapid growing, 
adaptable to most any soil. Straight trunked tree with 
long heavy needles. 


Norway Spruce — Dark green, graceful, symmetrical. 
Excellent for hedges and windbreaks. Heavy soil,
